Claims 1,2 

Document 1 describes a hose wherein a main body and an outer layer are 
formed of a soft synthetic resin, and a reinforcement material is formed of a hard 
synthetic resin. Document 2 describes a hose wherein an outer layer is a tape formed 
of a soft synthetic resin. Adopting the matter relating to the tape of document 2 in 
place of the matter relating to the outer layer described in document 1 would be 
achieved without any particular difficulty by a person skilled in the ait. 

None of the documents 1-3 cited in the ISR describe or suggest the inventions 
of claims 3-10.
